Continuation of 11 . does NOT place ttie application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' amendment to claim 1 3 removed a 
limitation "to make an effective adhesive". The instant claims remain rejected under the same prior arts as indicated in the previous Office 
Action. Specifically, claims 1-9, 11-12 are still rejected under Sonnenschein et al. (US '227) in view of Lassila et al. (US '605). Claims IS- 
IS are rejected under Sonnenschein et al. (US '227) in view of Piechockl et al. (US '287). With regards to applicants' arguments against 
"the concentration is sufficient to increase stability of the protected alkylborane complex in water" under rejection of claims 1 -9 and 11-12, 
applicants are reminded that claims 1-9 and 11-12 are product claims and product claims are not limited by their functional language. 
Since Sonnenschein/Lassila disclose each and every limtation as instantly recited, it is also capable of sufficiently increasing the stability of 
the protected alkylborane complex in water. Applicants have not provided any factual evidence to indicate that a composition range of 0.5 
to 25 wt% of the surfactant provides unexpected results over simply optimization. With regards to applicants' argument that the 
"concentration is sufficient to increase stability fo the protected alkylborane complex in water" under rejection of claims 13-15, it is the 
Examiner's position that since Piechocki et al. disclose that adding a PEG increase shelf-stability in a composition with a water solution, it 
increase stability in water. Applicants' argument regarding the use of three surfactants by Piechocki et al. is not persuasive since the 
instant claim language uses "comprises" and thus does not exclude the use of other surfactants. 
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
